KING CHARLES THE MARTYR. January 30 is the 
commemoration of the beheading of King Charles of 
England. We keep this feast because of the nature 
of the death of :King Charles. It is most fitting 

that those of us who call ourselves Catholics 
should so do, for King Charles' basic crime was 
the fact that he would not allow the murdering of 
bishops, i.e., William Laud, and the abolition of 
the Prayer Book. The armies of the King fought 
valiantly against those of the Puritan, Oliver 
Cromwell. It was at this time that most of: the - 
magnificent pieces of statuary and holy things in 
the English churches were either destroyed or com- 
pletely desecrated. Cromwell set out to destroy 
the Church and the King, bragging that he would 
cut off the King's head with the crown upon it, 
Thus, on January 30, 1619,.the King of England was 
beheaded on a scaffold outside the banqueting house 
in Whitehall. And so Charles died, but with his 
death the fate of Puritanism was sealed and the 
Church's future insured.. 


On Sunday afternoon, January 30, at 5 o'clock, 
a program of Renaissance music will be sung here in 
S. Clement's Church by a group of 16 music students 
from the Peabody. Conservatory in Baltimore. Mr. 
Arthur Howes, Chairman of the Organ Department of 
Peabody, will conduct the concert. We trust that 
many of our parishioners will wish to avail them- 
selves of this excellent musical opportunity. A 
reception in the parish: house will follow the per- 
formance.
